REP. EDWARD W. CONNELLY Third Hampden Dis trict 


What was billed as a revolution among 
liberal Democratic legislators fizzled last 
week as several highly touted rules changes 
designed to lessen the power of the Speaker of 
the House were easily buried by adverse 
votes in a House Democratic Caucus. 

The Massachusetts House has a strong 
speaker with the kinds of powers once en¬ 
joyed the speaker of the U.S. House of 
Representatives until they were stripped 
away by reform in reaction to the autocratic 
rule of such speakers as Thomas B. ‘‘Czar” 
Reed and “Uncle Joe” Cannon early in this 
century. 

The speaker appoints members to standing 
committees, commissions, and conference 
committees. He appoints committee chair¬ 
man, who receive extra salary which could be 
lost at any time the speaker chose to remove 
them from their posts. 

There is an argument that a large, 
sprawling, and contentious deliberative body 
of 240 members needs a leader with strong 
legal powers if it is to produce legislation 
efficiently. 

On the other hand, there is no question that 
the system as now constituted makes it easier 
for the individual legislator to get along if he 
or she is willing to go along. The way can 
often be made easier fora local bill sponsored 
by a Representative if his or her votes have 
supported the leadership. 

This year the House did not get around to 
adopting its permanent rules for the 1975-76 
session until this week. 

There were reports that a coalition of 


Democratic liberals would offer a package of 
rules changes including election, rather than 
speaker’s appointment, of the majority 
leader and majority whip, the election, or at 
least ratification, of committee chairman by 
the full House, and requirements that the 
Ways and Means, Rules, and Bills in 3rd 
Reading committees report bills out after a 
specified length of time. There was also a 
proposal to provide an adminitrative 
assistant for each legislator, which would 
tend to provide a greater independent source 
of information and less dependence on the 
leadership for guidance on issues. 

The only rule change that emerged from 
the Democratic caucus was a compromise, 
setting up a 52-day-long procedure for 
releasing legislation from Ways and Means 
without the two thirds vote required at 
present. Taking away the element of surprise 
by requiring a seven day notice of intention 
by the legislator who wants to see a bill 
released, the new alternate rule may often 
actually make it harder to release legislation. 

A welcome temporary rule initiated by the 
speaker earlier this year was adopted, 
making it possible, for the first time in 
history, for the minority leader to appoint two 
out of the the three or more Republican 
members of the standing committees. 

The real action, of course, had taken plaee 
in the Democrats’ caucus, and the real sur¬ 
prise was the astounding weakness of the 
much heralded group of young Democratic 
liberals who were supposed to change the 
system. They were buried.
